Transit Authority Moves to 


End New York Subway Strike 


Orders Return to 
Work Today or 
Face Loss of Jobs 


N EW YORK IF—The New York 
City Transit Authority moved to 
day to break a crippling strike on 
its giant subway system by order­ 
ing strikers to return to work by 
3 p. rn or be fired. 


The TA told 2.600 members of 
the Motormen's Benevolent Assn 
and members of six other small 
unions who Monday night joined 
the strike that if they wanted their 
jobs they must give up their fight 
against domination by the giant 
Transport Workers Union. 


The TA offered bonuses to those 
who work. It set up dormitories in 
the subways for “ loyal” employes 
and promised time and a half for 
overtime and for those who sleep 
and eat on TA time. 


A 25 per cent bonus will he paid 
operating 
and 
maintenance per­ 
sonnel who have worked or will 
work during what the TA called 
the “ trying circumstances” caused 
by the strike that began Monday. 
Mayor Robert F. Wagner aban 
doned his “ hands off” stand on the 
strike and called an emergency 
session of key city officials. 
He 
cancelled all appointments to “ de­ 
vote full time” to the transit cri­ 
sis. 
But the TA ultimatum and the 
mayor’s action were small con­ 
solation for millions of New York 
ers faced 
with the 
immediate 
problems of getting to work, buy­ 
ing Christmas gifts, and carrying

on their lives in a normal man 
ner. 
The worst transit snarl in the 
city’s history threw the lives of 
five million subway riders out of 
kilter 
They milled around on sub­ 
way platforms, or stood in the 
rain waiting for jammed busses 
that passed them by. 
Many sim 
ply gave up and did not report for 
work or school. 
The subway strike, which halted 
more than two thirds of the trains, 
forced riders to turn to unfamiliar 
forms of transportation. They surg 
cd into railroad stations, where 
long lines formed at ticket win 
dows. At Grand Central terminal, 
Pennsylvania station, and at sub­ 
urban train stops, the police threw 
up wooden 
horse barricades to 
cope with the milling masses. 
The MBA called the strike to 
protest a Transit Authority ruling 
that subway workers must select a 
single bargaining agent rn an elec 
tion scheduled for next Monday 
They and a number of other small 
craft unions had sought to escape 
domination of the giant Transport 
Workers Un*on through craftwide 
elections offering a choice between 
the TWU and the splinter groups.

Nine Killed When Navy Plane 


Explodes in Flight; One Survivor 


CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex. ULE! — 
A twinengine Navy P5M airplane 
exploded in flight here Monday, 
killing nine of the ten men aboard, 
including 
an 
aviation 
machinist 
who was hitch-hiking a ride to Bal­ 
timore. Md. 
An engine on the right wing of 
the plane exploded after the take 
off from Corpus Christi Naval Air 
Station, blowing the wing off and 
sending the plane crazily spinning 
into a mesquite thicket where an 
other blast tore it apart. 
First reports from the Navy said 
eight men were killed and that 
another managed to bail out safe­ 
ly. 
Later, when the bodies were 
removed from the plane to a fu­ 
neral home in Corpus Christi, it 
was found nine men had perished 
in the crash. 
Passenger Perishes 
The extra body, identified from 
dog tags, was that of Aviation ma 
chinist Carl P. Renn, 
Benn board 
ed the plane in Corpus Christi to 
fly to Baltimore after flying in on 
another plane. 
Neither plane list­ 
ed his name on their manifests. 
The man who escaped with his 
life was identified as Sam Gariffo, 
an aviation storekeeper. 
Gariffo 
managed somehow to hail out of 
the plane after the first explosion. 


He is listed in excellent condition 
at the Naval base hospital despite 
deep head burns. 
One of the other eight dead men 
also managed to bail out, but the 
plane was too low for his parachute 
to open. 
Live ammunition in the plane, 
from Patrol Squadron, 46, San Di­ 
ego, 
Calif., 
exploded 
as 
rescue 
crews fought to put out the fire 
and recover the bodies of the men. I 
The plane was en route from San 
Diego to Jacksonville, Fla., and 
Baltimore, Md. 
It 
had stopped I 
overnight at Corpus Christi to re­ 
fuel.

48,000 federal scientists and engin­ 
eers now on the payroll and 4.000 
more who are to be hired in the 
next 12 months. 
The move is the latest in a series 
of measures to meet Russia’s >ci 
entific challenge 


It was taken, the Civil Service 
Commission announced, “ on the 
basis of evidence the government 
is unable to obtain critically need 
ed scientists and engineers in suf 
ficient

at

rates.” 
The raises will range from $135 
a year in one middle-rank salary 
scale to $1,080 a year for a higher 
ranking government scientist 
The 
increases go into effect late this 
month. 
The decision will cost 25 12 mil 
lion dollars a year, a civil service 
spokesman said.

vice president to take over the 
president’s office in case of dis 
ability. 


“ Delay of a presidential decision 
due to incapacity for a day, or 
even for a few hours, could have 
grave consequences,” Adams warn 
ed. 
President 
Eisenhow’er’s 
recent 
“ minor stroke” made it apparent 
Congress must “ face up to this 
fact" and approve a constitutional 
amendment next year, he said. 
Adams spoke .Monday night at 
a Republican fund-raising* dinner 
He said that at present “ there 
is no unchallenged constitutional 
method by which the vice presi 
dent can officially become acting 
president should the president .be 
incapacitated for any length of 
time.” 
Adams said Congress has done 
nothing except hold hearings in the 
face of Eisenhower s proposal last 
March that something be done to 
bridge “ this serious constitutional 
gap.” 
j 
Under the President s proposal. 
he said, either tile president him 
self or the Cabinet could declare 
the chief executive incapacitated 
and direct the vice president to 
assume his duties and powers tem 
porarily. 
“ Action should be taken by Con 
gress during the coming session,’ 
Adams said, whether the Presi 
dent’s plan be “ adopted in exact 
detail or not.” 
Indications at present are that 
Congress, with or without admin 
istration 
prodding, will 
not ap 
prove a constitutional amendment 
in the next session. Although some 
members of both parties approve 
the idea. Speaker Sam Rayburn 
(D-Tox.) has said he sees no rea 
Min to change the systen that has 
been rn operation for years.

Secretary Hints 


He Believes President1 
W ill Attend Meeting 


WASHINGTON AP—Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles said to­ 
day the North Atlantic Alliance 
must be made more flexible to 
meet Soviet military and economic 
challenges in the missile age. 
Dulles also told a news confer­ 
ence that the 15-nation alliance is 
carefully 
restudying 
the whole 
question of w hether local w ars can 
be prevented from growing into 
global nuclear conflicts. 
On the eve of the NATO summit 
meeting in Paris, Dulles said the 
character of future war is chang­ 
ing, 
For example, he said, the 
likelihood that 
missiles will be 
used more and more is becoming 
a factor in the consideration of 
what a general war would mean 
to the world. 
Dulles said the Soviet Union is 
making moves to increase its mil­ 
itary potential and to use subver­ 
sive economic warfare throughout 
the world. 
Dulles said the changing charac­ 


ter of the Soviet challenge means 
that NATO must be made more 
flexible. The Allies, he said, must 
be prepared more adequately to 
meet this challenge. 
Dulles said hr has no doubt that 
the summit meeting in Paris, open­ 
ing next Monday, will renew the 
spirit of NATO to defend Europe 
against attack. 
Decision on Ike Today 
Dulles several times hinted that 
he expects President Eisenhower 
to go to Paris 
He said the meet­ 
ing will be attended by govern­ 
ment heads 
But when a newsman 
asked whether 
he expects 
the 
President to go, Dulles smiled and 
said the answer to that question 
should come later today. 
The White House has said a de- 
ci-ion on whether the President 
will go to Paris will be made lat­ 
er today 
after Eisenhower under­ 
goes a check up by his doctors to 
determine how well he has recov­ 
ered from the* mild stroke he suf­ 
fered Nov. 25. 
Dulles said he himself will leave 
Washingtor 
for Paris Thursday. 
He will do some “ harmony” work 
with other Allied delegations be­ 
fore the NATO meeting. 
Defense Secretary Ned H. Mc- 
Elroy already is in Europe. 
Diplomatic officials have 
said 
low morale among the West Euro­ 
pean Allies is jeopardizing the 
NATO summit meeting’s chances 
of success. 
A big question was 
whether the I 
S. delegation can 
make suggestions that will rebuild 
European morale. 
Work With Stevenson Satisfactory 
Dulles also: 
—Said his work with Adlai E. 
Stevenson, his Democratic adviser 
on NATO problems, has been high­ 
ly satisfactory and very gratifying. 
The cooperative effort has been 
carried on ii. complete harmony 
and understanding. Stevenson has 
made a number of useful sugges­ 
tion- 
or the conference. 
Dulles 
declined comment on Stevenson’s 
decision not to go to Paris.

Economists Keep W ary Eye On 
Soviet Production Speed-Up
